It has been statec that the Germans 
pre turni.g out submarines at the 
rate of one a week and that they are 
avie to build a completeiy new sub 
marine in a matter of five or six 
weeks or 80. 

That is a great mistake, for no sub 
marine can be built in a few weeks

The hull and the fittings can be 
built very quickly, it is true, and pro- 
bably more quickly in Germany than 
iu England, ior the Garmans hav» 
turned practically their entire ship 
building resource to submarine con- } 
struction 

But the engines of a submar'ne take | 
a considerable time to build, to test 
properly, and to fit in the hull. The 
fastest time that a modern submarine 
can be turnec out, in fact, is six to 
e.ght months n Germany, while it 
tukes England and Frarc? a gear to 
bulid the same kind of boat. 

At the beginning of the war Ger 
many had thirty submarines, while 
ei,teen were under construction for 
her own navy and ix for foreign na- 
vies, which latter she naturally took 
over. The number of extra submar- 
ines started since the war is said 
to be eighteen, so that the Germans 


have about sixty-five to seventy “un 
der-sea-boats," less those that have

simist because after a year of war the 
Germanic armies cre fighting almost 
everywhere on the soil of the allied 
powers, should take a course in war 
arithmetic under Mr. Hilaire. Belloc, 
He has been combatting pessimism in 
Great Britain by pointing out that the 
enémy’s numbers are now dwindling 
while the allies are steadily increasing 
their effective strength in the fleld. 
His Most recent calculation is that 
“the enemy—not only the German ém- 
pire, but Austria-Hungary as well— 
could probably put in the field in the 
officered, gun 
trained, and organized, a total of 
twelve million men No man . live is 
so foolish ag to believe that that total 
is much over thirteen millions. Few 
men believe that it is less than elevea 
millions. Of that tvelve million men 
six millions are in hospital, or prison 
era, or dead. The Austrian and Ger 
man prisoners alon amount to nearly 
a million and a half Of the wounded 


about one-fifth would return to the 
ranks; but it must be’ remembered 
that the campaign is developing and 
the allies’ numbers” are growing; 
therefore the number of fresh men re- 
quired to keep up the nemy's strength 
is more than the actual number that 
return, The dead of the German army 


must be not less than 600,000 or 600, 
000, whereas the number of British 
dead ts only about 50,000, and we have 
not put into the fleld one-tenth of the 
forces of the German empire. Nor have 
we been engaged, ag has a good half 
of the German forces, in desperate 
frontal attacks. We have had one or 
two, such as at Neuve Chapelle, but 
we have for the most part been spared 
from the enormous losses which such 
attacks entail Including the Austro- 
Hungarian death roll, you have over 
one miliion dead before the Galician 


adveature Tho dend for the two em 
pires in Galicia ig not much less than 
180,000 That is the appalling rate 


of wastage which the enemy is suffer- 

ng. and you cannot grasp this cam 

paign unless you understand that. In 

the German army the professional of 

ficers wounded or captured cannot 

amount to less than seventy five per 

cent. If Britain and her allies were 

only as numerous as the enemy, and if 
their wastage had been as high, it 

would simply be a case of the Kil- 

kenny cats. But as a matter of fact 

we are enormously more numerous in 

potential man power than the enemy, 
and on the west our rate of wastage 

has been far less. On the south our 
wastage hag only just begun. On the 

east, even among the Russians, the 
wastage has been not quite equal to 
that of the enemy ‘The Russians have 
lost about fifty per cent. of his total | 
potential man power. So far we have 
lost but at the rate of about twenty 

eight per cent.”

German Torpedoes 
According to thc latest informa- 
tion, the newest German torpedoes 
hive a range of from 1,000 to 1,500 
yards.

of the shorter range and lighter 
weight, the ordinary intricate mech- 


anism is simplified. Indeed, some of 
the propelling parts neconenn in the 
greater torpedo cre omitted, Probably 
the most valuable saving is in the 
time of construction, These torpedoes 
are built and completely tested in five 
months, while ten munths or a year 
is required to perfect a long-range in- 
strument- The new torpedo costs 
about $2,260.

A New Kind of Pullman 


it Is a Motor Vehicle, Carrying Twen- 
ty-seven Passengers, Built to 
Travel Country Roads 


A number of novel “eatures are em- 
bodied in a new passenger carrying 
vehicle that has just been brought out 
and is designed to operate anywhere 
that fairly good roads are available, 
says Popular Mechanics Magazine. 
Thig vehicle is gasoline driven, is a 
combination of motor truck and coach 
vody and is intended for city, subur- 
ban or interurban service. 

‘The chassis consists of a three and 
yne half ton truck with a wheel base 
“4 twenty-three feet ten and three- 
yuarter inches, while the body is built 
much like a Pullnan car. Individual 
hairs, mounted on special springs for 
absorbing shock, are proviced for 
twenty-seven passengers. It is assert- 
ed that this arrangement, together 
with the spri on which the body is | 
mounted, provides the maximum of 
comfort under road conditior;s that are 
far from good. 

Along the sides of the car are round 
windows, about twenty-four inches in 
diameter, which are hinged at the top 
and can be swung inward against the 
top of the car in pleasant weathe-. 
The car is electrically lighted and is 
provided wtih heating and ventilating 
facilities, the heat being supplied by 
the exhaust from the engine. The car 
is made to be operatea on the prepay:

1 
could have picked up plenty of Ger- 
man souvenirs if I had wanted to, 
but so far I have not bothered about 
them, as it is a nuisance carting 
them about. Some of our fellows 
have taken the trouble to bring back 
helmets from the firing line. 

“The Huns are up to all sorts of 
dodges. .One of their latest is to 
leave an officer's helmet lying in a 
trench from which they have been 
driven, and to attach wires from 
mines to it, knowing that our fellows 
are likely to seize it in a hurry and 
so explode the mines.”

Leading troops across country by 
compass bearing with as much cer 
tainty by night as by day is made pos 
sible through the use of a prismatic 
compass just brought out in England, 
and described in the Popular Mech 
anics Magazine. The name given this 
compass is due to the prism fitted to 
one side of the frame, although: this 
is not the most important feature of 
the instrument. 

The dial, which is made of mother- 
of-pearl, has a centre coated with lum- 
inous paint, and in addition to this 
there are luminous patches on the tid 
by .which the instrument is read 
ily sighted at night. When a night 
march is to be undertaken the instru- 
ment is opened and exposed to the 
daylight for half an ,our. This is suf- 
ficient to make the dial centre and 
sighting patches luminous fo: from six 
to nine hours. In the latest form of 
the instrument this exposure to day- 
light is unnecessary, owing to the use 
of radium, a substance that is alwaye 
self-luminous.

Her population in- 
creased from five millions in 1901 to 
seven millions in 1911—and Is fifty-five 
per cent. rural. She has 700,000 oc- 
cuplers of land against 540,000 in 1901.

Canada has live stock valued at 
$700,000,000, and from the health 
_standpoint grades ninety per cent. of a 
standard. In a decade her live stock 
values have incréased 150 per cent. 
Both in 1912 and 1913 James D. Mc- 
Gregor of Brandn, Manitoba, was 
awarded the grana championship of 
the International Live Stock Exposi- 
tion at Chicago with in each case a 
yearling Angus, both yclept Glencar- 
nock Victor In the former instance 
the animal was sold for fifty cents a 
pound, while in the latter he was re- 
turned to Canada by his owner. Two 
succeseive victories of this kind are 
indesd worthy of note. 

“There is land enough in Canada, if 
thoroughly tilled, to feed every mouth 
in Europe,” said James J. Hill.

The West Expanding 
Prairie Acreage and Railway Con. 
struction Figures 

The great importance of railway 
construction in the prairie provinces 
is strikingly depicted in a report re- 
cently published with respect to pro- 
gress in this regard in Saskatchewan 
during the past ten years. ° 

Practically 3,500 miles of railway 
were constructed during the decade 
from 1905 to 1915. Of this, the 
greater proportion was built in an 
easterly and westerly direction, that 
in a northerly and southerly direction 
being composed mainly of branch 


lines, bujlt as feeders for the main 
lines,

Two boys pull the flag 
up while all heartily sing the first 
verse of “God Save the King.” It is 
now time to begin the work of the 
day, and the children march into 
school with happy hearts to wrestle 
with the difficulties of the t!ree R's. 

“God Save the King.” Yes, and 
long live such noble-hearted teachers 
as this young man in the little rural 
school. 


To Study Lumber Industry 


U.S. Commission Will Co oprate With 
two Bureaus in Inquiry Into 
Conditions 


The U.S. federal trade commission 
has announced it would co-operate 
with the forest service and the bureau 


of foreign and domestic commerce in 
a complete study of the lumber indus- 
try, both in the United States and in 


foreign countries. 

“Conditions in the Jumber trade 
have changed, due in part to the wide- 
spread use of other structural mater- 


jalg than wood,” the commission said | 


in a statement {ssued recently 
“Lumbermen are confronted with 
many problems, often not fully under 
stood by them and seldom appreciatcd 
by the public. Much can be accomp- 
lished by ascertaining the facts and 
putting them before the people with 
the authority of a fair and unbiased 
investigation. It is the purpose of the 
study to find practicable and construc- 
tive suggestions looking to the im- 
provement of the present conditions.” 


Automatic Shell Feeder 


Moving Staircase Used to Feed Ger- 
‘ man Guns 

The Germans have now devised an 
automatic shell-feeding: system for 8 
and 17-inch guns. An endless chain, 
on the principle of a moving staircase, 
carries the shells tc the guns through 
an underground passage from the am- 
munition depot some distance in the 
rear. Once the range is found, the gun 
is loaded and fired automatically, con- 
trol being exercised by officers from 
an armored observation post. Rapidity 
of fire and increased accuracy are 
claimed for the new device, which al- 
so embraces a novel use of the peri- 
scope for aiming purposes.

What the verdict of the American 
eieers fs upon this. war hag never 

en more forcibly stated than by 
S.muel Harden Church, president of 
the Carnegie Institute, Pittsburg, and 
it is worth while to review the 
he wrote in response to the famous 
appeal of the 93 German professors 
and scientists which was addressed to 
the neutral world some months ago. 
These professors asserted in the first 
place that Germany wanted peace, and 
that the violation of Belgium's neu- 
trality was not to be charged to her, 
but rather to Britain and Franc», 
which had previously arranged to in- 
vade Belgium in their march upon 
Gern.any, with Belgium's consent. 
They appealed to the shades of all 
the great Germans in the past to sup- 
port them when they swore that the 
war upon Germany’. part was a war of 
defence, and that the Fatherland was 
the victim of a conspiracy to blot her 
out of the number of the great na- 
tions. 

President Church acknowledges the 
debt the world owes to the great dead 
Germane of the past: but he finds it 
difficult to believe that the illus- 
trious men who signed the German 
appeal have read the official docu- 
ments. How could they say that the 
war wag forced upon Germany in 
face of the admission of the {mperial 
chancellor, who admitted in the 
cectraiics that in violating Belgian 

utrality Germany was committing a 
wrong, which would be made good as 
soon as Germany's military goal had 
been reached? Later he said: ‘Ne 
cessity forced us to violate the neu- 
trality of Belgium, but we had prom- 
| ised emphatically to compensate 
that country for all damage inflicted.” 
In the face of these official announce- 
ments, is it to insult the intelligence 


of readers or hearers to say that Ger. | 


many did not violate Belgium's neu- 
trality, or that she did so only after 
the allies had done so? :

A waiter 
questioning a score with a drunken of- 
ficer was stabbed to the heart, his unt- 
form making a good defence. A man 
in humble station who sought to greet 
with familiar appro-ch a soldier now 
in officer's uniform was killed for his 
impudence, the murderer even writing 
a letter to his victim’s mother justi- 
fying the crime. “I have myself,” 
says President Church, “seen German 
officers elbow gentlewomen on the 
Street to make more room for ther- 
ftelves | have seen others of them 
raise their glasses to the day when 
they would be at war.” 

Another paragraph in the reply ot 
Dr. Church to his German correspon- 
| dént is worth quoting in full, for it 
/ expresses, as he declares, the opinion 
of the great masses of the Amcrican 
people: 

“And so, at last, we find ourselves 


shocked, ashamed and outraged that 
a Christian nation should be guilty 
of this criminal war. When I say 
that we hate this conflict) and that 


we execrate the German wilitarists 
who made it, I am uttering the opin- 
fon of the great. majority of tha 
| American people, including hundreds 
|of thousands of our German-Amert- 
can citizens. There was no justifica- 
tion for it. Armed and defended aa 
you were, the whole world could never 
have broken into your borders. And 
,while German culture still has some- 
, thing to gain from Ler neighbors, yot 
the {intellectual progress which Ger 
many was making seemed to be lift- 
‘ing up her own” people to better 
things for themselves and to an altrmae 
| istie service to man'ind. Your great 
| nation floated its ships in every ocexn, 
sold its wares in the uttermost parts 
of the earth, and enjoyed the good 
favor of humanity, because it was 
trusted as a human state. But now 
all this achievement has vanished, 
has been da 
stroyed. You cannot in half a cen 
tury regain. the--spiritusel..and.dmaio 
rial benefits wh'ch you have lost.” 


Losing Trade 


War Hurts U.S. Trade in Farm Im‘ 


plements 

Exports of American agricultural 
implements during the fiscal year 1915 
totalled approximately $10,000,000, as 
against $40,600,000 in the high record 
year, 1913; $21,000,000 in 1913 and 
a yearly average of more than $29,000,- 
000 for the last decade. This loss of 
trade fell most heavily upon sales to 
Kurope, but there were also smaller 
though significant decreases in ship- 
ments to Argentina, Canada and var- 
fous countries of Africa) and other 
sections of the world 

Cuba and Siberia made gains. Aus- 
tralia barely held its own in the year's 
trade, but this is a good showing in 
view of the fact that her wheat crop 
dropped from more than 100,000,000 
bushels in 1913 to 25,000,000 bushels 
last year. 

The European war was doubtless the 
cominant factor in the great falling 
off in exports of agricultural imple 
ments, since the decrease in sales to 
Kurope was disproportionate to that 


in sales to other sections. Thus ex 
ports of agricultural implements to 
furopean Russia, usuelly the greatest 
of foreign markets for this class of 
American manufacturers, practically 


ceased, as did also those to Germany, 
while huge losses likewise occurred in 
sales to France and other European 
countries. Another contributory fac- 
| tor was the recent establishment of 


'yreat plants in Russla and France 
financed and controlled by American 
capital for the manufacture of farm- 
ing machinery. 

Information reaching the depart- 


ment of cOmmerce, however, indicates 
a growling use of machinery on farms 
both in Europe and elsewhere, a tea- 
dency which will doubtless be even 
more pronounced upon the resumption 
of peace, since the devastation of war 
ig causing a marked shortage in hum- 


an and anima] labor, necessitating 
proportionately more machinery for 
the successful conduct of farming. 
Russia, for example, possesses ore- 


seventh of the entire area of the world 
and an even larger proportion 'of the 
land devoted to cereal crops, which 
require for their cutlivation moe 
machinery than most other classes of 
farm products. General depression in 
Canada, Argentina and elsewhere so 
reduced buying power in 1914-15 that 
new agricultural machinery has not 
been ‘purchased in the usual quanti- 
ties, but with a restoration of normal 
conditions American manufacturers 
wil] doubtless find larger markets than 
ever before.

SYNOPSIS OF COAL MINING 
REGULATIONS. 

OAL mining ‘rights of the Dominion, 

in Manitoba, Saskatehewan and Al- 
berta, the Yukon Territories and a por- 
tion of the Province of British Columbia, 
may be leased for a term of twenty-one 
years at an annual rentalof $1 an_ acre. 
Not more than 2,560 acres will be leased 
tu one applicant. 

Application for a lease must be made 
by the applicant in person to the Agent 
or Sub-Agent of the district in which the 
rights applied for are situated. 

In surveyed territory the land must 
be described by sections, or legal sub- 
divisions of sections, and in unsurveyed 
territory the tract applied for shall be 
staked out by the applicant himself, 

Each application must be accompan- 
ied by a fee of $5 which will be retunded 
if the rights applied for are not available 
but not otherwise, A royalty shall be 
paid on the merchantable output of the 
mine at the rate of five cents par ton. 

The persons operating the mine shall 
furnish the Agent with sworn ceturns 
accounting for the full quantity of mer- 
chantable coal mined and pay the royal- 
ty thereon. If the coal mining rights are 
not being operated, such returns should 
be furnished at least once a year. 

The lease will include the coal mining 
rights only, but the lessee.may be _per- 
mitted-to purchase whatever available 
surface rights may be consideréd neces- 
sary for the working ot the mine at 
the rate of $10.00 an acre.

“Now, then,” said Sanders to his 
wife, “I’ve been studying balanced ra- 
tions for farm animals long enough. 
I'm going in for balanced rations for 
this family of.ours. I'm showing the 
club girls how it’s done; let’s organize 
another little club and call it ‘Bounti- 
ful’ for luck. Let’s practice what Im 
preaching.” 4 

They did, and just to demonstrate 
how this family hag solved the food 
probelm, how it lives on fresh vege- 
‘ables and spring chicken during th») 
winter months, I'll give you Sanders’ 
own account of what they accomplish- 
ed last year. Remember, he has a 
very smal] place just on the edge of 
town. 

“My wife, daughter and myself took 
cLarge of stocking the larder,” said 
Sanders. “Of course, some of tha 
youngsters helped when they were not 
in school, but the tLree of us did mozt 
of the work. Whon we were throu h 
and took inventory of our food supply

thirteen quarts of small, tender car- 
rots cost us thirty-nine cents. The 
store doesn’t handle carrots, Forty- 
eight quarts of catsup cost us three 
cents a quart, saving us $10.56. For 
this catsup we used small tomatoes, 
which cost us noth‘ng. 

“Chili sauce is good, especially when 
it costs just seventy-two cents for 
seventy-four quarts. And there were 
seventy-two quarts of preserved 
plims, peaches, and apricots; four 
bushels of apples for breakfast dishes; 

fifteen quarts of apple-pie filling, fif- 

teen quarts for apple dumplings; and 
thirty-two quarts of Bartlett pears. On 

these things our saving ,mounted to 
about fifty per cent, Highty-two quar‘s 
of rhubarb cost us five cents a quart. 

We saved $4.10 on this. 

“We had kept forty spring cockerels 
until October, when we were offered 
forty cents apiece for them, But into 
the glass jars they went—the whole 
forty. If we had kept them until now ~ 
they would have eaten their heads off 
because of the high price of feed. But 
instead of our feeding them they are 
feeding us—and incidentally saving 
us sixteen dollars. 

“In December, when quite a number 
of our fruit Jars were empty, we killed 
three hogs and canned in glass jars 
215 pounds of their meat—sausage,

At the grocery store 
they wouid have cost us eight dollars 
A can of tomatoes means about two 
pounds of the vegetable, costing ona

“Ths wr may continue, butcher 
shops may close and gardens may faii, 
but unless the thief makes a haul 
from our unlocked callar we shall not 
worry. Weil eat on and on. And we'll 
eat a balanced ration, living on the 
cheapast and yet the best that the 
land affords,

begins with baby sister, who has been 
in Bountiful just-four weeks, and runs

Italy has some of thé most efficient 
and most picturesque soldiers in the 
world. They are divided into four 
classes; the Bersaglieri, the Alpirfi, 
the Carabinieri, ana the cavalry, Re 
cently the men of the third category 
were called to the colors. This 
means that the Alpine troops of the 
first category, made up of first-choice 
men for the. regular army, and the 
second category, men assigned to the 
regular army, but with “unlimited 
leave,” have been exhausted, and now 
.those men are to be drilled who, ex- 
empt for various reasons from activ> 
service, are to be assigned to the na- 
tional militia for home defence. 

The Bersagiieri are light infantry 
of great mobility. They are always 
seen on the run, and their pictures- 
que costume, with low-crowned plum- 
ed hat, is a feature of almost every 
Italian landscape. 

The Alpini are specially trained to 
manoeuvre among the northern 
mountains, and their target practice 
consist in sharpshooting across the 
vast open spaces, where the atmos- 
pheric conditions would confuse the 
soldiers of the lowlands. As to the 
cavalry, experts have said that that 
of Italy is the finest in the world. ° 

Besides these unique corps, there 
are the famous Carabinieri or nation- 
ad police, who are recruited from the 
army, and then usually return to it 
as non-commissioned officers after 
seven years’ service.” This corps is 
considered the finest school of non 
commissioned officers fn the world 
Its training and administration .are 
also unique.

New Brunswick—Only 135 licenses, 
mainly in the cities and towns, re- 
main.

Quebec—A local option law passed 
before confederation is is use. About 
900 parishes, almost two-thirds, are 
under it. There is also a license law 
administered by the government. 
Ontario—Local option law requiring 
a torée-fifths vote for the abolition of 
the sale of liquor, and Canada ‘Tem- 
perance act in use. Dry municipalities 
numbered 635 in January, out of a 
total of 828, 528 being under local op- 
tion, 456 under Canaaa Temperance 
act and 162 without license through ad 
ministrative or other act.

290 municipalities are still wet.
